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Continuation of 13. Other: In the instant after-final amendment it is noted that applicant's argument that Hongo teaches away from the 
substrate processing modules in detachable communication with the factory interface since Hongo teaches that plating unit may include a 
cleaning operation. Although Hongo does teach that plating unit/cell may optionally include a cleaning operation, Hongo also clearly 
teaches in another embodiment as depicted in Fig. 36 that the processing system may include other pre-treatment apparatus and post- 
treatment apparatus which is conducted in a cell separate from the electroless plating cell (see for example cleaning unit as depicted in 
Figure 37). Further, it is noted in the instant after-final amendment that applicant's argues that Dordi et al apparatus fails to teach an 
activation cell but it is noted for the sole purpose further clarification that Dordi et al teaches a modular processing system wherein cells in 
the processing system are capable of applying a variety of processing fluid including a fluid which is capable of activating the surface of 
the substrate. Note it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed 
does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 
USPQ 2d 1647 (1987). "[Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 
909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990). The examiner notes that the claims are too broad to warrant the grant of 
patentability. All arguments set forth in the instant after-final amendment are well taken, however, rejections of the claims under the prior 
art is sustained for the reasons set forth in the final office action. 
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
